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The Most for the Money 


It is easy to lapse into a warmly golden 
glow about the future of St. Louis when 
recalling that Washington has earmarked 
$16,000,000 for the first phase of the Murphy 
urban renewal project. And the benzedrine 
effect is not unjustifiable, especially since 
$8,800,000 was similarly reserved not long 
ago for the beginning of the Tandy project. 

Over all, this promises the redevelopment 
of roughly 2200 acres, an area more than 
four times as large as the Mill Creek Valley 
project, now the largest in the United States. 
Here is stirring proof that the planners of 
the Tucker administration have learned to 
“make no little plans.” Charles Farris of the 
Land Clearance Authority and his deputy, 
James Drought, know that the dibs-and-dabs 
approach is ineffective in the campaign 
against slums and blight. Perhaps they also 
have the human feeling that this sweeping 
attack should be conducted so that those who 
suppor. it will be on hand for the triumph. 
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Since application. for federal funds was 
made two years ago, there already has been 
some delay. But now.planning grants have 
been made for the entire 1285-acre Murphy 
area and the 913-acre Tandy area. The ear- 
marked money is for actual work on the first 
phase of the Murphy area, extending from 
the northwest corner of the riverfront memo- 
rial and bounded by Cass, Jefferson, Delmar 
and the Expressway. Eventually this will be 
extended to Palm street on the north. 

The earmarked money for Tandy covers 
roughly the eastern third of the area 
bounded by Kingshighway, Whittier, Easton 
and Natural Bridge. The two projects still 
leave a considerable portion of the North 
Side available for improvement by private 
enterprise. Perhaps this challenge would be 
taken up more readily if costs could be re- 
duced. James H. Scheuer, the chief developer 
of the Mill Creek area, points out the possi- 
bility. So one hopes for early action by 
national, state and local governments. 


Scheuer advocates the wide adoption of 
New York’s Mitchell-Lama program. This 
empowers the state and cities within the state 
to lend mortgage funds to limited-profit de- 
velopers at virtually what the money costs 
the governments. As an example, he cites a 
Cleveland slum clearance project which, un- 
der the present FHA set-up, necessitated a 
rental of $119 for a two-bedroom apartment. 
But under the Mitchell-Lama law, it could 
have been reduced to $79. If this can be 
done in New York, why not everywhere in 
the United States? 

This formula would go a long way toward 
filling the big gap between subsidized hous- 
ing for those in the low income brackets and 
the accommodations provided for those to 
whom cost is relatively unimportant. This 
neglected middle group is most likely to in- 
sure realization of the full potential of 
Murphy and Tandy—and of the new St. Louis. 


A Poll Instead of a Pencil 


Entertaining, if not enlightening, is the 
news that since 1926 more than a score of 
“authorities” have been trying to decide 
whether the Burlington railroad should have 
used a plural rather than a singular verb in 
an advertisement which proclaimed: 


For within this tremendous area is pro- 
duced: two thirds the oats, more than half 
the corn, more than half the barley, half the 
wheat. ... 


Perhaps to show that vice presidents are 
not without function, the road’s v.p. began to 
substitute “are produced.” Perhaps to de- 
fend literature against overweening bureauc- 
racy, he was stopped by an opinion from the 
University of Chicago upholding “is.” Har- 
vard with all its veritas also was marshalled 
on the side of singularity, and other strong 
battalions were called into the fray. Publi- 
cation, however, could not await the outcome. 
So with the irreversible sanction of a tossed 
coin, the “is” went to press. 

When the savants finally were counted, 12 
supported the pluralists; six approved “is”; 
one sat on the fence, and three abstained. 
This obviously called for more polling. While 
there is no issue like a dead issue, the latest 
recount probably can be accepted as final. 
After an unexemplary revelation of vacilla- 
tion in high places — a switch by Chicago, 
Harvard, Fennsylvania, Princeton and Temple 
from “is” to “are’—it gives the plural verb 
14 votes to only one for the singular. Six 
voters, either mired in doubt or tired of the 
game, refused to be counted again. And one, 
The Literary Digest, victim of a more deadly 
poll, could not be counted again. 

Of course, working writers and editors, not 
overly addicted to the split hair, would have 
by-passed fhis prolonged examination of gram- 
matical conscience, and they would have 
strengthened the sentence by writing: 


For this tremendous area produces two 
thirds the oats, more than half the corn, 
more than half the barley, half the wheat.... 


A moment’s work with a good blue pencil. 
Possibly vice presidents and “authorities” 
have more time, but no blue pencils. 


Toward an Urban County 


The County Council is quite right in seek- 
ing authority to administer certain essential 
services on a county-wide basis and to raise 
sufficient tax money to pay for them. In 
each case the Missouri Constitution must be 
amended before the county can act. 

Precisely which services should be admin- 
istered without regard to the 98 municipal 
boundaries should be left for the people of the 
county to determine by means of subsequent 
amendments to their home rule charter, as 
provided in a measure: already offered in the 
Missouri House by State Representative Asche- 
meyer of Olivette. The proposal drafted by 
the Council tries to spell out the various 
areas of service and accordingly tends to be 
unnecessarily restrictive. 

If the county then is to move towards the 
“urban county” status that is implicit in ex- 
panding its authority to provide service, it 
ought to be able to support that status. The 
$1.35 property levy talked about by Chair- 
man Grantham does not seem unreasonable. 
The present general fund ceiling is 35 cents. 

But there is a third leg to the tripod that 
would support the urban-county structure: 
reform of the county government itself. This 
can be done by the people of the county in 
amending their charter; there is no need to 
wait for everybody in Missouri to agree to a 
constitutional amendment. a 

Mr. Grantham and his colleagues on the 
Council would do well now to consider sub-

mitting charter changes that would eliminate 
the host of elective administrative officers 
who occupy the courthouse, and extend the 
merit system to their employes, The amend- 
ment setting up the new Revenue Depart- 
ment, pushed through by the people over the 
violent objections of the Council and the 
township politicians, is the kind of thing we 
have in mind. 


Some such reform will be necessary if the. 


people are to sit still for a 300 per cent rise 
in the county’s property tax ceiling. 


Outrageous Proposal by Bonn 


The West German Government reportedly 
is attaching an outrageous condition to its 
forthcoming offer to help the United States 
solve its balance-of-payments problems. The 
condition is that the United States cancel 
$187,000,000 of the $787.000,000 that Bonn 
owes this country in settlement of the post- 
war debts for German relief and rehabilita- 
tion. The deduction would represent a settle- 
ment for the German assets seized in the 
United States in the last war. 


We hope the Kennedy Administration will ° 


reject this tawdry scheme out of hand, for 
there is no merit in it. The West Germans 
renounced by treaty any claims for seized as- 
sets. But for internal political reasons Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s government has conducted 
an interminable campaign to effect return of 
these assets. German interests have main- 
tained an active lobby in Washington to ad- 
vance their view that the sanctity of private 
property should be respected even in wartime. 

Unfortunately, to help Dr. Adenauer’s 1957 
election prospects, President Eisenhower 
promised as “an act of grace’ to try to reach 
a “fair settlement.” Plans to ask Congress 
for legislation in 1958 were ‘deferred, causing 
many expressions of disappointment among 
These politicians say 
very little about West Germany’s agreement 
in 1954 to reimburse its own citizens for the 
seized property. No payments have been 
made. Instead, Bonn has continued trying 
to pry the money from the United States, 
which already has been more than generous 
with Germany. 

West Germany’s reported offer is not very 
munificent, anyway. It consists mainly of 
prepayments, including payment for an addi- 
tional $200,000,000 in armaments, and an 
agreement in principle to help more on for- 
eign aid. It falls far short of the contribution 
Bonn might be expected to make toward Eu- 
ropean defense and toward assistance for un- 
derdeveloped areas. 


Regardless of how deficient the German 
offer may be, however, the idea of attaching a 
preposterous condition to it is little short 
of insulting. The State Department should 
separate the components of this package, re- 
ject the demand for return of the assets, and 
treat the remainder on its merits. 


Paying for State Education 


Farther ahead than most states in planning 
the expansion of higher education, New 
York’s State University trustees have pro- 
posed a 10-year plan to enlarge existing 
schools and to build new ones. Ranging from 
two-year colleges to centers for graduate and 
professional studies, the augmented facilities 
would accommodate 145,500 students instead 
of the present 42,200. They would enroll 
more than half of the 241,600 students ex- 
pected to be in college in New York in 1970. 


The over-all building cost is estimated at 
$585,000,000. And the cost of conducting 
these schools will be well above $155,000,000 
a year. To help to meet this, the trustees 
would end the free tuition now enjoyed by 
about 30,000 state students. All would be 
required to pay at least the $400 a year now 
charged in the state’s liberal arts colleges. 
This proposal promises trouble in the Legis- 
lature. Opposition is particularly strong in 
New York City since its four municipal col- 
leges would be brought under partial state 
control and no longer would be free. 


The tuition fee in many private colleges 
now is above $2000, and that pays only about 
half of a student’s cost to the institution. 
The expense to the better state institutions 
cannot be much lower. So legislators are 
hard pressed to find money to continue free 
tuition for ever more students—especially in 
view of demands for more hospitals, mental 
institutions, highways and other state serv- 
ices. As in-the case of toll roads, those who 
benefit by state education may be asked to 
pay part of its cost unless the public decides 
that higher taxes make good sense. 


New Load for Trucks? 


Among the possible methods of financing 
a vastly enlarged highway program proposed 
in studies for a joint legislative committee, 
not much attention appears to have been 
given to truck fees and taxes. The trucks 
that pound pavement to pieces ought to pay 
their fair share; and a preliminary but ex- 
haustive report by the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads has found definite indications 
that heavy vehicles “should be paying consid- 
erably more, in relation to the payments by 
the lighter vehicle groups, than they do now.” 


This is what many motorists have sus- 
pected for years. Now there are new sta- 
tistics to consider, from the most exhaustive 
road test ever made. Near Ottawa, IIll., ve- 
hicles of varying weight rode over varying 
pavements 18 hours a day, six days a week, 
for two years. Results of the test should show 
a great deal about what pavements to build 
for light or heavy traffic, and what heavy 
vehicles should pay for roadways built to ac- 
commodate them. 


As it is, the Commerce Department finds 
that the largest tractor-trailer trucks now av- 
erage, through various fees and taxes, about 
$880 a year in payments to the trust fund 
that supports the new interstate highway con- 
struction. The fair range, the department 
estimates, would be $1084 to $3594 yearly. 
An even greater variation between current 
and desirable practice is found in the case of 
big busses. But the average passenger car 
owner, who now pays about $28, might pay 
‘as much as $9 less depending on his mileage. 

Congress this session has to review. the 
whole problem of federal highway financing. 
Missouri, too, faces a year of decision on finan- 
cing a better road program. The Legislature 


will be urged to increase the state gasoline © 


tax, now lowest in the nation at 3 cents, and 
may well consider new truck fee schedules. 
The truck lobby will fight back, as it has in 
the past. But this time the legislators should 
have, from Ottawa by way of Washington, a 
new load of evidence for trucks. he ee

The Drive for Boss Control in Ferguson 


Council Clique Out to Emasculate City Manager Government, Two City Officials Assert 


{ Letter to the Editor of the 
Post-Dspatch 


When municipal politics become as 
heated as they recently have in Fer- 
guson, thoughtful citizens begin to 
wonder why and to apply themselves 
to a search for the causes and for 
means of correction. Viewing the 
present council, they see a 4-to-3 divi- 
sion on many issues. The four-man 
council majority, consisting of, Mayor 
Duggan and Councilmen Alwood, Dus- 
sold and Kersting, vote en bloc on 
many issues. They are opposed by 
Councilmen Braw- 
ley, Reid and Shep- 
ardson. 

These two groups 

of differ primarily on 

i their philosophy of 
Public Opinion government. The 
council majority 

has never paid 

more than luke-warm lip service to 
Council-Manager government and at 
the present time give increasing indi- 
cation that they do not believe in it. 

A second difference between the 
council majority and minority is in 
their opinion of the recent city man- 
ager, Robert C. Storey. Mr. Storey 
was Ferguson’s first manager and 
served from July 1954 until last Jan. 
7. The council,majority has said that 
he was unco-operative, (‘“you just don’t 
get along with us, Bob.’’) and that he 
had become the tool of a small group 
of Fergusonians generally associated 
with the Citizens Committee, which 
backed the council minority and op- 
posed the council majority members. 
Neither group ever questioned Mr. 
Storey’s professional competence, nor 
that the administration of Ferguson’s 
municipal affairs had improved great- 
ly under his management. 


Lhe Mirror 


The council majority gave Mr. 
Storey notice in June, 1960, that they 
wanted his resignation. 

Once the situation became public 
knowledge, a wave of feeling rolled 
over Ferguson. 


Winner Take All 


Some members of the council ma- 
jority admit to a feeling of hurt that 
they should be misunderstood. Others 
are indifferent to public opinion on 
this question. 


If ordinarily good and honest coun- 
cilmen are puzzled by a sudden pub- 
lic revulsion, then the ordinary citizen 
who knows even less must be even 
more baffled. It may be of some 
service in:the circumstances to exam- 
ine the basis for the public attitude. 


1. There is a feeling that the council 
majority is playing winner-take-all pol- 
itics. This is legal, within their rights, 
but most people resent the bullying 
and tyranny of mere numbers. 


2. There is a feeling that in dis- 
missing Bob Storey, the council ma- 


jority was capricious, arbitrary, and | 


punitive. It is conceded that he had 
faithfully carried out the policies set 
by the previous councils he has served. 
He is now being punished because the 
present majority does not agree with 
those policies. Unjust punishment vio- 
lates the strong American sense of 
fair play, and directs anger against 
those who punish unjustly. 


3. There is a feeling that the council 


majority is making a studied effort to 


weaken the charter form of council- 
manager government. 

4. The council majority has made a 
farce of the deliberative processes of, 
legislation. The majority members 
apparently caucus before meetings on 
all controversial subjects and come to 
meetings with their minds made up 
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—Post-Dispatch, Sept. 11, 1941.

and immovable by reason, logic or 
persuasion, or even by public senti- 
ment. On the other hand, the ma- 
jority has on occasions listened to and 
acted on behalf of vociferous minority 
groups, even to the extent of overrul- 
ing technical advice as in the setting 
of street grades, for example. 

5. There is a feeling that the council 
majority does not listen to the voice 
of the people, and on occasions Mayor 
Duggan has told audiences at council 
meetings that it would not matter how 
many spoke (in favor of Bob Storey, 
for example), the council had made 
up its mind and was going to carry 
out its intentions. 


6. There is a feeling that since it is 
not listening to the public, the council 
majority must either be listening to 
private interests or have a political 
blueprint of its own. The latter al- 
ternative seems improbable. The coun- 
cil majority shows little understanding 
of political science or the art of gov- 
ernment, and they have yet to advo- 
cate an affirmative constructive plan 
or set of goals for the city. 

7. There seems little room for argu- 
ment that the council majority listens 
to private interests. Testimony has 
been given that all of the members of 
the council majority received financial 
support from a small group of men 
most of whom are associated with 
businesses in the community. Their 
protestations to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the majority are members of 
a party, or clique, whose real purposes 
appear to be to modify the government 
of the city to the extent necessary to 
make it more amenable to control by 
their group. 

One may speculate on the course of 
government in Ferguson if these men 
prevail for an extended period. Under 
council-manager government as estab- 
lished in the charter, no citizen or 
small group of citizens can attain and 


hold the kind of political power that is 
based on favors or privileges bestowed 
by a political boss upon those who 
place and keep him in office. 

It was the loss of privilege in pass- 
ing from the fourth class city govern- 
ment to council-manager government 
that the council majority backers most 
acutely deplore. It is to a more man- 
ageable form that they will return, if 
permitted. A government in which it 
is possible to fix a traffic ticket for a 
friend, or to gain an easing of build- 
ing codes, or a winking at fire hazards 
in the inspection of buildings, or will- 
ingness to condone rooming house vio- 
lations, or a disposition to spot zone 
for friends is better, in their 
view, than one that is as incorruptible 
as the one we have, 


They appear to have a blueprint for 
a return to a controllable government. 
Their first step was the elimination of 
a Director of Public Works who knew 
and enforced the codes and ordinances 
of the city and made the city’s con- 
tractors live up to the specifications 
on which they had bid. As one coun- 
cilman said in public meeting the Di- 
rector of Public Works should have, 
on occasion, “looked the other way.’’ 
They are now rid of him and a quali- 
fied successor has not been found 

Their second step was to get rid of 
the City Manager, Bob Storey. There 
was no way to influence him. 

Concurrently a constant chipping 
away at the charter goes on. All the 
faults of municipal experience are laid 
to the charter. No opportunity is lost 
to discredit it. This is their third step. 


Many citizens of Ferguson feel that 
something is seriously wrong without 
being able to put their finger on ex- 
actly what it is. In the foregoing, a 
composite of the feelings, attitudes, 
and fears of many individuals has been 
presented. If there are councilmen of 
the majority who deplore or are baf- 
fled by the bitterness their actions have 
engendered, let them state openly what 
they are trying to do for the city. 


Let them return to the give and 
take of friendly political rivalry. Let 
them return to the principle that pub- 
lic officials in nonpartisan political 
units should not be removed from of- 
fice without publicly stated cause. Let 
them accept the leadership that their 
numbers entitle them to, and try to 
find an accommodation with divergent 
views, instead of riding rough-shod 
over them. They need only adopt a 
course of which decent men can ap- 
prove to change the entire community 
attitude toward them.

Rot IN SELECTIVITY 


Washington University is de- 
termined to become stronger in 
academic quality during the next 
decade, despite the mounting en- 
roliment pressures faced by 
United States institutions of 
higher education, Dean Thomas 
S. Hall of the College of Liberal 
Arts said yesterday. 

Hall sold the university's Alum- 
ni Federation at the Lennox 
Hotel that the maintenance and 
improvement of quality meant 
“much greater selectivity’’ in 
admitting students. 


“In the next five years,” he 
predicted, “we at Washington 
University will have eliminated 
the weakest third of our student 
body and replaced it with stu- 
dents equal to the present top 
two-thirds.” 

Hall said that about 40 per 
cent of the high school students 
graduating next June in the 
United States would go to col- 
lege. This is 10 times the pro- 
portion that continued into high- 
er education 50 years ago, he 
said. 

Various educators, Hall said, 
have commented that the broad- 
ening spectrum of successful ap- 
plicants for college would lower 
the average competence of stu- 
dents. They are convinced 
will be difficult to keep 
standards. 

Hal] quoted one prominent edu- 
cator as having said that in 10 
years, as a result of the increas- 
ing numbers on the campus, 
some 100 of the nation’s 1900 
colleges will grow better in qual- 
ity, while 1800 would be worse. 

‘We are determined that Wash- 
ington University will be among 
the institutions that get strong- 
er, and this means greater se- 
lectivity,’’ Hall said. 

Hall said that on a national 
basis the average mentality of 
students attending college has 
declined in the last decade. The 
reverse has been true at Wash- 
ington University, he said 

The dean is resigning Wednes- 
day and will be succeeded by 
Thomas H. Eliot, professor and 
chairman of the department of 
political science. Hall has been 
granted a leave of absence for 
research in Switzerland. He will 
visit the Middle East and Asia 
as a government consultant on 
education.

St. Louis and. Missouri are ad- 
vancing more slowly than other 
areas in education because of ‘‘a 
southern attitude On taxation,’ 
Eimer Ellis, president of the 
University of Missouri, said here 
yesterday. 

Ellis made his first visit to the 
university’s Normandy Residence 
Center to speak at a convocation 
marking the beginning of its sec- 
ond semester. C ves *s began last 
September 

Missouri has been saddled with 
an extremely conservative atti- 
tude toward taxation that has 
prevented public education from 
being supported at sufficiently 
high levels, Ellis said: When he 
first became university presi- 
dent, he was told that Missouri 
had northern ideas on education 
and southern ideas on taxation, 
he said, adding that he is begin- 
ning to see what was meant. 

Ellis asserted that the St. Louis 
area ranks low nationally in its 
number of college graduates 
chiefly because of a lack of low- 
cost college facilities here. This 
area is thirtieth among the na- 
tion’s 33 largest metropolitan dis- 
tricts in the percentage of resi- 
dents who are college graduates, 
he said. 

[he university president pre- 
dicted that enrollment at the 
Normandy Residence Center will 
triple in the next 15 or 20 years. 
He said junior colleges provide 
higher education that can be as 
good as that afforded by univer- 
sities at substantial savings to 
the families of students. 

C. E. Potter, resident admin- 
istrator of the center, 8001 Nat- 
ural Bridge road, reported that 
212 students, all. freshmen, are 
presently enrolled for the semes- 
ter which will begin Monday. 
Forty-eight new students are in- 
cluded, he said. Forty students 
were suspended last semester 
for academic deficiencies.

CORDIAL CEPI 
~ FOR LESUE PARNAS 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Leslie. Parnas, principal cellist 
of the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra, appeared as soloist at 
yesterday afternoon's concert in 
the Khorassan Room of the 
Chase Hotel. Parnas, who seems 
to grow a little better each year, 
played the Haydn Concerto, 
which is generally thought by 
musicologists to have been com- 
posed by Anton Kraft. The pub- 
lic, quite properly, is not inter- 
ested in such matters and con- 
tinues to think of it as the Haydn 
Concerto. 

Whoever its composer may 
have been, it is a charming 
work, without a great deal of in- 
vention but distinguished by 
pure, flowing melodies. The per- 
formance by Parnas and the 
orghestra was less affected by 
the dull acoustic properties of 
the hall than most solo perfor- 
mances because much of the 
music can be played legato. The 
only way that a sound can be 
sustained in this environment is 
by the instrument itself. Parnas 
produced a beautiful, flowing 
tone and his inflection of the long 
phrases was such as to enhance 
their open-faced beauty. The or- 
chestra under Conductor Ed- 
ouard Van Remoortel provided a 
discreet and altogether satisfac- 
tory accompaniment. The audi- 
ence received the work cordially. 

The chief work on the program 
for orchestra alone was Bee- 
thoven’s ‘‘Pastoral’’ Symphony. 
Conductor Van Remoortel ap- 
plied himself assiduously to 
bringing out the rustic charm 
and beauty of this work. His ef- 
forts were not altogether suc- 
cessful because the deliberate 
tempos of the first two move- 
ments must have a_ resonant 
sound in order to be effective, 
and this is impossible in this au- 
ditorium. 

Aside from the fact that this 
symphony represents a singular 
response to the beauty of nature, 
it has still another distinction. 
Its last movement is about the 
only example of a work by Bee- 
thoven which is overwritten. 

The concert was brought to a 
close with Beethoven’s Overture 
to ‘‘Leonore’’ No. 3. This work 
was played as a memorial to 
Dr. Thomas A. Dooley of St. 
Louis, noted for his medical work 
in Asia. The program will be 
repeated at tonight’s concert in 
Kiel Auditorium. 


Audience of 1800 at Recital by 
Carlos Montoya. 

An audience of about 1800 per- 
sons who braved last night's 
cold to hear flamenco guitarist 
Carlos Montoya in a recital at 
Kie] Opera House was larger 
than the one which heard his 
debut performance here on a 
much balmier evening last April. 
‘This is reported as proof that 
weather is no repellent for aficio- 
nados of this genre, particu- 
larly when the music is played 
by the swift-moving fingers of 
a genius of the gypsy guitar such 
as Senor Montoya. 

Montoya, unlike guitarists who 
play recitals of Bach, Rameau 
and Couperin, is a player of 
flamenco, first and last. Rather 
than make a guitar sound like 
an exquisitely played. harpsi- 
chord, he achieves guitar effects 
that would be possible on no 
other instrument. His fingers 
shape and reshape chords with 
the improvisation upon which 
flamenco relies for its principal 
impact. What emerges is a kind 
of chromatic cascade that is 
always controlled and emotion- 
ally supple. 

In a program of nearly 20 se- 
lections, Montoya captured a 
variety of moods. There was ex- 
citing dance music in which one 
could almost hear the castanets, 
tambourines. and heel work. 
“Zambra” reflected the  influ- 
ence of the Moorish conquest of 
Spain. Other offerings imparted 
the gloomy gypsy splendor of 
Seville’s Holy Week procession 
or evoked the atmosphere of 
dark, smoky, late-at-night cafes 
where somber gypsies give vent 
to the timeless sorrows of 
Andalusia. C.M.

SMUGGLED 


MILAN, Italy, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Boris Pasternak’s Italian pub- 
lisher said last night $100,000 in 
royalties was smuggled into Rus- 
sia at the written request of the 
Nobel prize-winning author. 

Giangiacomo Feltrinelli, the 
publisher, said he did not think 
Pasternak cared whether the 
money went directly to him or 
to his close friend and secretary, 
Mrs. Olga Ivinskaya, who has 
been jailed in the Soviet Union. 

Feltrinelli, who published Pas- 
ternak’s novel “Dr. Zhivago,’ 
said it ‘“‘could not be excluded 
that the author's will was to con- 
sider Olga Ivinskaya as his 
heir.” 

The Moscow radio charged 
that Mrs. Ivinskaya pocketed 
1,000,000 rubles (about $250,000) 
smuggled into the Soviet Union 
with the help of Western dip- 
lomats. 

‘Foreigners bringing money 
to Ivinskaya made ample use of 
the diplomatic bag, which is not 
subject to customs inspection,” 
said a Moscow broadcast. 

The radio said Mrs. Ilvinskaya’s 
appeal from her eight-year 
prison sentence has been re- 
jected, as has the appeal of her 
29-year-old daughter, Irina, from 
a three-year sentence. 


SAYS AIR FORCE 
WASTES $183,000,000 
IN FLIGHT PAY

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (UPI) 

Congressional auditors said 
yesterday the Air Force will 
waste $183,000,000 this year un- 
necessarily keeping officers in 
the wild blue yonder. 

The General Accounting Of- 
fice said that unless the regula- 
tions are changed nearly 27,000 
officers will receive flight pay 
“who are either excess to stated 
Air Force requirements’’ or are 
doing jobs that don’t require fly- 
ing skills. 

The GAO, charged by Con- 
gress to keep an eye on Govern- 
ment spending, said the Air 
Force will spend $112,000,000 for 
maintenance and operating costs 
and $71,000,000 for flight pay in 
keeping these officers on flying 
status in the year ending June 
30. 

In a report to Chairman F. 
Edward Hebert of the Armed 
Services Investigating subcom- 
mittee, the GAO said there are 
more than 10,000 officers on fly- 
ing status who are not needed 
for that kind of work. 


MOROCCO CLOSES BORDER 
OVER ALGERIA TRAVEL CURB 


RABAT, Jan. 28 (AP) — The 
Moroccan government closed the 
Algerian-Moroccan border 
terday after issuance of a 
French regulation requiring Mo- 
roccans to have a visa for travel 
to Algeria. 

The order affected passengers 
aboard regularly scheduled 
planes and trains traveling be- 
tween the two countries. Pas- 
sengers aboard an Air France 
plane and a train arriving at 
Oujda in northeast Morocco were 
told they had to have visas to 
disembark in Morocco. 

The plane flew back to Oran 
with its passengers. The_ pas- 
senger train also returned to 
Oran.
